Nofes From The D.A. 


(‘By Hugh McPhail) 

Another recent addition to our 
pamphlets in the office is the re. 
vised Fertilizer Circular, Prepared 
by the Alberta Advisory Fertilizer 
Committee, this circular shows the 
benefits to he derived from the use 
of fertilizers and provides official 
recommendations for their use in 
Alberta. In addition to producing 
profitable yield increases, other 
benefits from the use of fertilizers 
include promotion of carlier and 
more uniform maturity of the crop, 
the reduction of weed growth and 
the maintenance of soil fertility. 

The Alberta Advisory Fertilizer 
Committee is appointed by the Min. 
ister of Agriculture and includes 
representatives from the Dominion 
and Provincial Departments of Ag: 
riculture and commercial fertilizer 
companies, The duties of the com- 
mittee is to correlate and guide fer- 
tilizer investigations and testing, to 
recommend kinds and rates of fer- 
tilizer, application for farm use, and 
to safeguard the interests of agri- 
culture by encouragement of good 
soil management practices. 

The recommendations are based 
on results obtained during many 


| PHEASANT EGGS TO 
EASE ALBERTA LOSSES 


Serious pheasant losses near 
Brooks in the Eastern Irrigation 
district will be partly remedied by 
a shipment of pheasant eggs which 
the Game Branch of the Department 
;Of Lands and Forests has ordered 
from the United States. 


, Approximately 14,000 pheasant 


jeggs will be placed in incubators 
at the Provincial Pheasant Hatchery | 


near Brooks and hatched. When the 
|game birds are 12 weeks old they 
will be shipped to areas of the Pro- 
Vince whose pheasant populations 
were depleted during severe winter 
blizzards, 

| The Brooks area, which lost from 
75 to 90 percent of its pheasants in 
jthe blizzards, will receive most of 
the hatch. Consultation between the 
Game Branch and the Alberta Fish 
and Game Association will estab. 
lish where other birds from the 
hatch will be sent. 


| Pheasant losses from this winter's 
| blizzard were more serious in the 
southern part of the Province where 
|there is little heavy cover to pro- 
tect the game birds. The pheasants 
|died as a result of wet snow icing 
under the birds’ wings and forcing 
,them to land. As the birds attempt- 
;ed to land, the weight of ice hurled 
them to the ground, Most of the 
pheasants died from broken backs

N.W.T. SCHOOL FOR 
ALBERTA CHILDREN 


An unique example of co-opera- 
tion between the Alberta Govern. 
ment and the Dominion Govern- 
ment is carried out every day of 
the school year over a 16-mile strip 
, Of road between Fort Fitzgerald, Al- 
berta, and Fort Smith, Northwest 
Territories. 

For some time the Government of 
Alberta has allowed the Northwest 
Territories Administration to use its 
school curriculum. When a modern 
school offering schooling up to 
Grade XII was opened in Fort 
Smith in 1949, the Government of 
Canada asked the Government of 
Alberta and the Fort Fitzgerald 
School District if the new school 
could be used by Fort Fitzgerald 
children, 

The Fort Fitzgerald school was 
inadequate so the courteous offer 
Was accepted and through the co- 
operation of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, Which provided bus transpor- 
tation over its own road from Fort 
Fitzgerald to Fort Smith. The Fort 
Fitzgerald children go outside their 
own Province to school, 

Between 30 and 40 students make 
the 16-mile trip to Fort Smith and 
not a day was missed this winter 
despite temperatures of 55 and 60 
below zero and snow drifts.

CONTROL THOSE WIRE WORMS 
Wire worms take their toll of 
spring planted cereal crops in an 
insidious way. The crop may ap- 
pear unhealthy with perhaps 25° 
or more of the new plants turning 
brown and dying off, with the re- 
imaining plants stunted and grow- 
jing slowly. If your crop takes on 
ithis appearance, the likelihood is 
| that wire worms are at work. They 
lare most likely to show up where 
grassland, especially brome, has 
been plowed within recent years. 
Any field rotation including a per- 
iod of grass may lead to crop dam- 
lage by wire worms. Crop yields can 
|be very seriously affected by them.

VEHICLE TESTS COMPULSORY 


Provincial government  authori- 
ties appear to have launched a con- 
certed drive in the interests of safer 
motoring. This need has long been 
advocated by the Alberta Motor As- 
sociation which has called for steps 
to bring about greater safety and 
the curbing of reckless and danger- 
ous drivers. 

A bill to amend The Vehicles and 
Highway Traflic Act, passed at the 
recent session of the legislature, 
makes careless driving an offence 
for which one may be arrested 
without warrant, while stiffer pen- 
alties also are provided for certain 
infractions. 

Of major interest is the action of 
the legislature to require compul- 
sory inspection of all motor vehicles 
in the province, commencing July 1. 

After that date no person will be 
permitted to drive any motor ve- 
hicle that has not been inspected 
within a 12-month periéd and has 
not been certified and given a 
sticker indicating it is safe to be on 
the road, 

The provincial government also 
has announced that 36 R.C.M.P, 
constables will be added to the Al- 
berta force for highway _ patrol 
duties, This will mean a 24-hour 
patrol service on all main high- 
ways.

Such weeds as the death camas 
arrow grass, Water hemlock and 
milk vetch often result in death or 
a prolonged unthrifty condition in 
cattle. Other weeds are costly be- 
pees of their nuisance value. Some 
100,000 Canadians suffer each year 


from toxic pallens, the chief of- 
fender being that of ragweed. 
Lawns, railway and power line 


right-of-ways and roadways are fa- 
| Vorite congregating spots for weeds. 
At one time the control of weeds 
Was thought to be a hopeless task 
Pioneer Scottish settlers in Nova 
\Sontle tried to impose a fine on 
|farmers who allowed a thistle to 
lripen on their land or in front of 
their homes. But weeds continued 
{to spread across the country, be- 
{coming so bad that some prairie 
\farmers were forced to abandon 
their farms because of them. 
Fortunately for the farmer, chem. 
istry has come to his aid. In 1944 
a selective herbicide, dintro-ortho- 
cresal, was introduced and found 
highly effective in eradicating the 
broad-leafed annual weeds, In the 
fall of that same year a superior 
hormone weedkiller, 2, 4-D appear. 
‘ed on the scene. So beneficial did 
|it prove that last year 13,500,000 


hele ur 
lacres of field crops in the prairie 


provinces were either sprayed or 
dusted with this chemical, 
nearly salf the anticipated 40,000,- 
| 000 acres of field crops are expec ted | 
|to be treated. 

While 2, 4-D is not effective 
against all weeds (wild oats for 
example) it did start a revolution 
in modern weed control]. Other che- 
| mical weedkillers have been devel 
oped since and are being used to 
advantage for specific purposes.
